He was taken to the Belleville 
hospital, where a spokesman 
said this morning he is in. sat- 
isfactory condition but suffer- 
ing extensive injuries. 

“He seems in no acute dan- 
ger,” the spokesman said. He 
indicated Taylor may be moved 
from intensive care later today. 

Taylor started his legal ca 
reer with the Maurice Dailey 
firm in Granite City in 1957 and 
practiced here for about four 
years before entering partner- 
ship with Harrison in Collins- 
ville. While here, he resided in 
the Cloverview subdivision.

“I am writing in response to 
your editorial of May 30 urging 
the governor to sign legislation 
which would divide the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary Dis- 
trict into two new operating 
districts in St. Clair and Madi- 
son Counties, respectively. 

“Upon an examination of 
House Bill 2416, as amended, I 
believe there are serious legal 
and public policy questions of 
which your paper should be 
aware prior to final considera- 
tion of this legislation by the 
General Assembly. 

“Among the deficiencies, the 
bill presently fails to specify 
the number of trustees consti- 
tuting the board of each of the 
two new districts. 

“Although substantially _in- 
creasing salaries of the trust- 
ees, ‘the bill fails to raise the 
amount of their official bond 
beyond the present $10,000 re- 
quirement. 

“The legislation fails to 
amend the present Sanitary 
District Act of 1907 to provide 
for the adoption of an interim 
budget (Sec. 11), continuing 
ordinances, orders and. resolu- 
tions (Sec. 12), succeeding par- 
ties in interest in pending 
litigation (Sec. 13), continuance 
of employes’ health insurance

program (Sec. 27.1), public ac- 
cess to present board records 
(Sec. 26), procedure for desig- 
nating depositories of public 
funds during transition (Sec. 
7), fixing the boundaries of the 
new district as a matter of 
public record (Sec. 8) and en- 
forcement of legal rights in 
tort and contract (Sec. 6). 


“I believe a reading of the " 


bill will evidence that the for- 
mula for dividing the present 
assets and liabilities is unclear 
at best. 

“Moreover, nowhere does the 
bill provide for the dissolution 
of the present levee district nor 
for documents of record evi- 
dencing the creation of the new 
districts. 

“Additionally, there are pos- 
sible constitutional and legal 
deficiencies in that the bill im- 
pairs the security behind exist- 
ing contracts of indebtedness 
and is not subject to referen- 
dum in accordance with the 
original enabling act under 
which the district was first 
created. 


“IT am enclosing a copy of 
this legislation in its present 
form for your review. 

“T earnestly believe that you 
will recognize it to be in the 
interest of the taxpayers: of 
both Madison and St. Clair 
Counties to have these ques- 
tions resolved before the legis- 
lation is enacted and submitted 
to the governor for approval."’

A proposal by the Granite 
City Board of Library Directors 
to purchase a 6-acre tract of 
land on which to construct a 
new library building was ap- 
proved by the city council in 
regular meeting Monday night. 

The aldermen concurred in 
the plan by approving unani- 
mously a resolution presented 
by Alderman Thomas Boker 
who represents the city council

Boker told the council that 
the proposed new library will 
be in addition to the city’s pres- 
ent public library in downtown 
Granite City. The present li- 
brary will continue in opera- 
tion, he said.

Bill to Take 
Politics Out. 
Of State Fair

Springfield — Politics may’ go 
out the doors of the billowing 
tents at the Illinois State Fair 
if a bill designed to take poli- 
tics out of the fair is approved 
in the Senate. 

The measure was approved 
in the House by a 104-16 vote. 
It was sponsored by Rep. J 
David Jones, R-Springfield. In 
the Senate, the measure. is 
sponsored by Sen. Clifford 
Latherow, R-Carthage. 

If it passes the Senate, the 
bill will be sent to Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie, who is reported 
to be ready to sign the meas- 
ure into law. 

Under its provisions, the 119- 
year old exposition’s control 
would be removed directly 
from the governor’s office. It 
would be operated by a new 
and independent. board. 

Supporters of the measure 
say this would give the fair 
continuity of management re- 
gardless of which _ political 
party has control of the gover- 
nor's office, 

When Gov. Ogilvie took over 
the office he held over the 
Democratic fair manager — 
Franklin Rust. Up to that time, 
it had been the practice. that 
when a new governor came 
into office a new fair manager 
was appointed. 

Contract, Debt Issues 

Charges and counter charges 
quickly arose on alleged con- 
tract Tigging at the fair. Thie 
was topped by reports that the 
fair was running hopelessly 
into the red. So, changes were 
made on the methods of charg- 
ing for entering the fairgrounds 
and more stringent bookkeep- 
ing practices were employed. 

No major strides in cutting 
the debt appeared on the hori- 
zon, although Ogilvie said he 
would keep trying to cut the 
fair’s deficit down. In an ef- 
fort to put the annual exposi- 
tion on a more businesslike 
basis, the current legislation 
was introduced in the General 
Assembly. 

It seeks to create a seven- 
member board to operate the 
fair. The seven would be ap- 
pointed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the 
Senate. . 

The board in turn would ap- 
point the fair manager under 
provisions of the state person- 
nel code. The fair manager and 
the board would then have di- 
rect control of the fair as op- 
posed to control now by the 
governor’s office. The governor 
presently appoints the fair 
manager. 

Members of the board would 
include the dean of agriculture 
from one of Illinois’ state uni- 
versities and six other mem- 
bers. Of the appointments, no 
more than three could be of 
the same political party. The 
members would serve stag: 
gered terms.

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‘Illinois Power Using Gas More Efficiently Highway Sign 
But Thwarted in Increasing Basic Supply 


This week’s announcement of 
a limited resumption of natural 
gas permits by Illinois Power 
Co.|was based on several new 
findings, it was related today 
by H. G. Meenen, senior vice- 
president. 

A reassessment of gas supply 
and demand was made ‘by the 
utility firm after its May>1 cut- 
off ,to residential and small 
commercial heat customers. 

Findings developed during 
the reassessment were as fol- 
lows: 

First, Meenen said, an overs 
all review of the existing situa- 
tion—based on demands estab- 
lished last winter, adjusted for 
standard weather situations — 
provided a profile for potential 
demand and a base for deter- 
mining the supply situation in 
the 1972-73 heating season. 

Second, the supply situation 
was studied. While no new pipe- 
line gas from suppliers was re- 
ceived, the further development 
of the IP Shanghai storage field 
near Galesburg passed expec- 
tations. 

Three new wells for injection 
and extraction of gas from that 
storage area, showed in March 
that the peak day deliverability 
was greater than had been anti- 
cipated. 

While storage of gas from 
pipelines provides no new 
gas, it does provide an op- 
portunity to store during 
summer and distribute in 
times of need in winter — 
thus serving additional cust- 
omers. 

Third, the two new propane- 
air| peaking plants at Danville 
and Freeburg were completed 
and tested. with excellent per- 
formance, providing a new 
source of gas in tight periods. 

Fourth, a new pipeline was 
developed to allow the Shanghai 
storage field to be used for 
more than one supply area. 
Gas, however, ‘will only be 
transferred from a supply area 
when it is not needed to supply 

tomers in that area. 

All of these things, taken to- 
gether,” Meenen continued, 
“have enabled the company to 
isswe these new permits. This 
dogs not indicate there is a 
loosening of a tight gas situa: 
tion 

“Rather, it points up a sys 
tem of planned management of 
supply which makes it possible 
to se our supplies more effi- 
ciently."” 

Meenen pointed out that the 

cbmpany hopes to release 
a\lditional gas from time to 
time in the future through 
the further development of 
underground storage and 
similar peak-shaving devi- 
ces. 

He said the company is un- 
able to say,. however, when 
such supplies might become a- 
vailable and what the amounts 
might be. 

“The only solution 
whole problem is, of course, 
more pipeline gas from our 
suppliers,” Meenen said, 

“We do not, at this time, see 
that possibility for the immedi 


to. the 
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ate future. Through manage-* 
ment of the supplies we have, 
we will continue to do our best 
to serve the needs of our terri- 
tory.” - 

Illinois Power found it neces- 
sary in 1970 to start controlling 
its natural gas when federal 
and state programs to control 
air pollution increased the de- 
mand for natural gas to a point 
where some priority plan was 
required because of the limited 
natural gas supply. 

At the same time, the com- 
pany said the steady price of 
gas in comparison to the rising 
costs of other fuels resulted in 
an increased demand for natur-

Springfield—Through the de- 
partment of transportation, the 
state of Illinois is about to be- 
come the sole—if not too eager 
—owner of a heap of unusable 
signs, notices and billboards, 
which it will have to destroy 
once someone figures out how. 

Just how many of the sign- 
boards the state will have to 
purchase is anybody's guess, 
until the new highway adver- 
tising control act becomes ef- 
fective July 1. 

How much it will cost also is 
an open -guess at this time, as 
is the manner in which the 
signs will be destroyed. 

Since they are mostly of 
wood and paper, putting a 
match to them seems the 
obvious answer; but state 
anti - pollution regulations 
forbid open burning. 

Arch Blackard, chief’ ap- 
praiser in the bureau of right- 
of-way in the department, spec- 
ulates that the state may have 
to incur additional expense and 
pay someone to dispose of 
them. 

The state’s entry into the bill- 
board removal business is a 
side effect of the new law, 
which will tightly regulate the 
number, size, lighting and 
placement of signs along road- 
sides 

Basically, the law will bar 
any signboard placement closer 
than 600 feet from federal aid 
primary roads or interstate 
highways in Illinois. 

But there are a number of 
exceptions. Incorporated areas 
which already have regulations 
on size, lighting and location of 
signs will continue to follow 
those regulations, for instance, 
if they conform to the intent of 
the new law. 

Exceptions also are made for 
business areas and unzoned 
commercial and — industrial 

eas, though even in these 
cases some restrictions are set 
up. 

Not banned are direction- 
al and other “official” 
signs, such as_ historical 
markers, service club and 
church notices, certain slo- 
gans on school bus shelters, 
signs on a property offer- 
ing it for sale or lease and 
signs on a property adver- 
tising services offered on 
the site. 

Between July 1 and Sept. 28, 
persons owning signs must reg- 
ister them with the department, 
whether or not the signs are 

in present loca- 


sign, and owners will be sent 
either a red or blue metal tag 
which must be affixed promi- 
nently to the signboard within 
60 days after it is received. 

Blue tags will mean the sign 
is conforming and m: stay; 
red will mean it is istered, 
but must come down 

Around next Jan. 1, the de- 
partment will begin removing 
non-registered, non-conforming 
signs 

After July 1, 1973, the owner 
will be given 30-day notices of 
pending removal of registered 
non-conforming signs — permit- 
ing him to remove the sign if 
he wishes to keep it. 

Otherwise, the state will of- 
fer compensation to the owner, 
and the site owner for his loss 
of income. 

Once compensation is ac- 
cepted and the state is 
given title to the sign, it 
will come down. 

There will be no com- 
pensation for owners of 
signs not registered. 

Federal funds pay for 
75%, of the cost of acquiring 
signs erected before 1965, 
while the state pays the 
whole total on signs put 
up after that. 

By June 15, Blackard says, 
his office hopes to have avail- 
able in the eight highway dis- 
tricts and one highway region 
or district. showing ’ primary 
and interstate roads involved. 

About the same date, an in- 
tensive public information cam- 
paign will be started to ac- 
quaint the public with the law 
and its requirements and ef- 
fects. 

Registration will be handled 
in district and regional offices, 
where forms will soon be avail- 
able, and inquiries should be 
directed there. 

Telephone inquiries to area 
offices should be directed to 
the signboard coordinator, but 
communications by mail should 
be addressed to the regional 
or district engineer. 

Alter July 1, a permit must 
be obtained before any new 
signs can be built, and all new 
signs must conform to the law 
—which specifically bans cer- 
tain signs, such as those paint- 
ed on rocks or natural features.

Springfield—The current ses- 
sion of the Illinois legislature 
may prove a political plus for 
Republican Gov. Richard B. 

Ogilvie. 

That's the view from the 
Statehouse Dome as the spring 
meeting moves toward its 
slose, possibly about June 15. 

There_are certain to be the 
usual final days flareups, but 
so far Democrats in the legis- 
lature have failed to seriously 
trim Ogilvie’s proposed budget 
or to embarrass him politically 
to any noticeable extent. 

On the contrary, Ogilvie may 
be picking up some political 
points of his own as a governor 
who knows what he is doing 
and is moving wisely—if not al- 
ways popular—to meet the 
state’s. problems. 

Democratic legislative 
leaders felt themselves 
smouse-trapped when guber- 
natorial candidates Daniel 
Walker publicly declared he 
could cut $500 million from 
the Ogilvie budget and then 
backed down when asked to 
appear before the House 
Appropriations Committee.

done by legislative Democrats 
has generally been of the nit- 
picking variety, like cutting 
$700,000 from tourist promotion 
and slicing $2.2 million from 
the state fair appropriation, a 
traditional target for headline 
hunters.

‘For Servicemen 


Reduced by 15% 


The Veterans Administration 
has announced a 15% reduction 
in premium rates on Service- 
men’s Group Life Insurance 
(SGLI) which means. savings 
of $12 million annually for 
servicemen, 


Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs Donald E, Johnson said 
nearly 2.9 million servicemen, 
who are insured for $42.5 bil- 
lion, will participate in the 
savings, effective July 1, 

Johnson noted the reduction, 
the first since the SGLI pro- 
gram was established in 1965, 
became ‘feasible because of 
continuing favorable mortality 
experience. Servicemen need 
not contact VA to take advan- 
tage of the reduced rates. 


Before the reduction, service- 
men paid one dollar a month 
for each $5,000 of coverage 
Thus, the maximum coverage 
of $15,000 costs $3 per month 
under the present rate. 

July 1 Rates 

Effective July 1, the .new 
rate for the full $15,000 cover- 
age will be $2.55, for $10,000, 
$1.70, and for $5,000, $0.85 
monthly, 

All members of the Armed 
Forces automatically are in- 
sured under SGLI, and premi- 
ums are deducted from their 
pay unless they decline in writ- 
ing to be insured. The maxi- 
mum amount was raised from 
$10,000 to $15,000 in June 1970. 


Members on full duty have 
protection for 120 days after 
separation. The group  cover- 
age can be replaced, regard- 
less of health, by individual 
policies issued by 600 par- 
ticipating comrhercial compa- 
nies if application is made 
within 120 days of separation. 

Rates for reservists, who are 
insured only during active duty 
training periods and associated 
travel, will be reduced from 
$1.80 to $1.50 annually for 
$15,000 coverage.

Schools Being Told— 
It's Results That Count

Springfield — Illinois is going 
to start applying the time-hon- 
ored “proof of the pudding” ap- 
proach: to certifying its schools. 

With the start of the school 
year next fall, a new formula 
for school recognition and cer- 
tification will go into effect, 
based on a plan still being fi- 
nalized by a 14-member advis- 
ory group. 

The plan must finally be ap- 
proved by Michael Bakalis, 
State superintendent of public 
instruction. 

And it will be subject to a 
series of public hearings to get 
public reaction to the program 
before it is registered with the 
secretary of state and becomes 
mandatory. 

While the proposed plan 
makes a number of changes of 
past methods of evaluating 
schools, and securing coopera- 
tion in correcting problems, the 
biggest change at first reading 
lies in elimination of require- 
ments that a specific amount 
of time must be spent teaching 
certain subjects. 

Richard N. Small, director of 
recognition and supervision, 
says that in the past, schools 
have been required to provide 
200 minutes of instruction in 
reading, or 200 minutes of 
mathematics, for example, 
each week. 

“The assumption was that if 
they spent 200 minutes at it, 
they had learned to read, and 
if they had spent 190, they 
hadn't learned. 

Now, says Small, schools will 
be given the opportunity to 
show that their programs are 
working. 

What will be important is 
that the students are learn- 
ing to read, to get a work- 
ing knowledge of math, 
rather than merely demon- 
strating they spent the re- 
quired amount of time on 
certain subjects. 

In other words, emphasis 
will be put on how the pud- ~ 
ding tastes, not on whether 
some _ substitutions may 
have been made in the 
recipe. 

Another major change in the 
proposed program will be a 
requirement that all school dis- 
tricts must provide availability 
of certain services, such as 
school nurses, and guidance 
and counseling programs. 

How the districts handle the 
requirement will be up to them, 
Small said. In some districts, 
the school system may contract 
with an area nurse to be avail- 
able, while in larger districts a 


nurse may be hired outright, 

However" they handle it, the 
result will be, Small says, that 
a child in a school anywhere in 
Illinois will be sure ‘he can get 
a service if he has a need for 
it. 

Starting in September, visita- 
tion of schools will begin, for 
administrative review. 

In October, evaluation teams 
headed by OSPI personnel but 
made up entirely of “education 
\practitioners” not on the OSPI 
staff will begin visiting schools, 
starting with those which have 
had some difficulties in the 
past. 

At the end of their inspection, 
they will submit reports to 
which the district must respond 
within 60 days, 

Small estimates that one- 
third of the 1,140 public school 
districts and 200 private, inde- 
pendent or parochial school 
systems will be visited this 
year. 

Since schools receive certifi- 
cation yearly, in the future cer- 
tification may be on a two- 
stage system, with “first stage” 
certification awarded based on 
written reports of their pro- 
grams, and ‘‘second stage” cer- 
tification coming only after on- 
site inspection. 

Small stressed that a delay 
between first and second phas- 
es will not reflect anything neg- 
ative about a district, but will 
merely mean that the staff has 
not been abel to get around to 
the personal visitation. 

Aim of the overhauled 
program, Small said, is to 
give greater flexibility and 
provide a stronger founda- 
tion for school programs. 

“Our goal,” he said, “is 
not to certify schools, but 
to raise the quality of edu- 
cation available to boys and 
girls.”

Another hearing on the Wat- 
erigo-Colimbia site in  Illindis 
for a néw major St. Louis area 
airport is not expected to af- 
fect the processing of the Illi- 
nois grant acquisition funds, 
Arven H. Saunders, executive 
director of the St. Louis Metro- 
politan Area Airport Authority, 
indicated in a weekend state- 
ment. 

Saunders’ statement followed 
announcement by Secretary of 
Transportation John A. Volpe 
that the Federal. Aviation Ad- 
ministration will conduct an 
additional hearing on the site 
“‘in) view of the unique situation 
that exists with respect to the 
proposed: airport, and to make 
the) record-as complete as pos- 
sible, assuring that all view- 
points and all relevant infor- 
mation could be fully present- 
ed./’ 

Ih response, Saunders said 
“We are not disturbed by the 
Secretary's (Volpe) ruling. The 
new hearing will have no ma- 
terial impact on the processing 
ord is before the FAA and DOT.

An additional hearing was 
requested last month by the 
Migssouri-St. Louis Airport Auth- 
ority. to introduce a- Systems 
Analysis Research Corp, report 

jowing that Lambert Field 
(St, Louis International Airport) 
could serve as a first class air- 
port through 1990. 

The FAA denied the request 


at that time, contending three 
hearings in Illinois and five in 
Missouri held by the St. Louis 
Metropolitan Area Airport Auth- 
ority complied with the 1970 
Airport and Airway Develop- 
ment Act, and further hearings 
on the Illinois petition were not 
required. 

Volpe, in an effort to halt the 
dispute over whether the air- 
port should be in Illinois or at 
an undersignated site in Mis- 
souri, ‘assigned Rear Adm. Rus- 
sell L, Waesche to see if agree- 
ment between the two sides 
could be reached. 

After two months of meetings, 
including a joint meeting May 
22, Waesche reported that there 
was “no basis upon which all 
interested jurisdictions” might 
agree on a site. 

A date and time for the hear- 
ing.are expected to be announc- 
ed by the FAA later this month. 
FAA Regional Director John M. 
Cyrocki of Kansas City will con- 
duct the hearing. 

Meanwhile, Illinois continues 
to back its site with funds. The 
state House of Representatives 
voted to approve $1.5 million 
to continue the operation of the 
St. Louis Metropolitan Area 
Airport Authority. The measure 
now goes before the Senate for 
approval 

The amount matches the ap- 
propriation made for the auth- 
ority for the current fiscal year. 
The authority spent only $251,- 
253 of the appropriation, mostly 
for airport studies and consult- 
ants.

SPECIAL CARE 0 OF HOLLY 


‘Yellow leaves and Jeaf drop 
seem an annual event for 
American Holly. But extra care 
can help you improve growth 
‘and beauty. 

Wind burns and cold always 
take a toll of holly leaves when 
the tree is on a windswept cor- 
ner. But lqw fertility and in- 
,Sects may be the real cause 
when the problem is severe 
‘and unexpected. 

|Leaf drop in late winter of- 
ten is due to sun and wind burn 
dring a cold winter snap. 
Mulching to prevent deep freez- 
ing of the soil and a canvas or 
burlap windbreak usually helps 
to preserve the foliage and wel-

fare of these windswept trees. 

Springtime leaf drop as new 
growth appears is often due to 
low fertility. As new shoots and 
flowers develop fertility. is 
drawn from older leaves to 
produce growth. 

Extra fertilizer for this ever- 
green will help preserve these 
older leaves. Special fertilizers 
for acid loving plants like 
Azaleas and Rhododendrons is 
recommended. In early spring 
apply l% Ib. of fertilizer per one 
foot of height of the tree. Scat- 
ter the fertilizer on the soil be- 
neath the branches, but not too 
close to the stump. 

PRUNING LILACS 

Annual pruning will promote 
annual flowering while you con- 
trol size and remove unproduc- 
tive stems. 

French and Persian lilacs be- 
come overcrowded and over- 
grown unless you prune out oc- 
casional stems each year.

Thumb sized stems will be 
just as productive as larger 
stems if you give them space 
and sunlight. Each May, after 
bloom prune out stems which 
are 4 to 5 years old. Cut them 
off at ground level. Thin out

A 
few minutes each year will pro- 
duce an, attractive plant near 6 
feet tall. 

BLOOMING LILACS 

Lilacs will bloom better if 
you promptly prune the old 
flowers to prevent seed devel- 
opment. 

Seed and next years flowers 
both develop during June. Un- 
less you promptly cut off the 
developing seed the plant will 
not develop adequate growth of 
new shoots to develop next 
years flowers.

height of cut was 1% inches 
compared with 24 inches. This 
was the summary of an article 
written by Turf Specialist 
Diehl of the University of Mary- 
land for Parks Maintenance 
Magazine. Prof. Diehl reported 
the 24% inch cut affected crab- 
grass by shading as well as fil- 
tering out the red component of 
normal sunlight. 

The red component of sun- 
light promotes seed germina- 
tion. When sunlight was filtered 
through green leaves the red 
component was’ removed and 
crabgrass seed was inhibited 
from germinating. Prof. Diehl 
contends the tall cut produced 
and abundance of leaves which 
filtered out the red component 
as well as shading the new 
seedlings to prevent develop- 
ment. 

Another aspect’of the report 
showed a sharp increase in 
number of bluegrass plants per

square foot compared with 
short cut. The increase resulted 
in more shading and direct 
competition of many weeds to 
produce more quality of turf 
and steady reduction of un- 
wanted varieties of grass and 
broadleaf plants.

GARDEN CUTWORMS 

Cutworms are fat caterpillars 
that often chew off new trans- 
plants and hide in the soil near 
the cut stub. 

Cutworms travel at night to 
converge on the nearest tender 
plant they can find. They are 
known to travel down the row 
and topple several seedlings 
in a single night. Cutworms are 
smooth gray-to-black caterpil- 
lars 4 to 1% inches long. They 
hide in the soil within 3 inches 
of the last cut stub. 

Control is difficult with gard- 
en sprays. These fat worms are 
partially resistant. Spray the 
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soil surface in all directions 

with carbaryl. Light watering 

or a recent shower before you 

spray helps control. One treat- 

ment should be adequate.

SPRAY AMERICAN HOLLY 

Holly leaf miner can be easi- 
ly controlled with two sprays of 
a new systemic insecticidte, 
“<Cygon.” 

Holly leaf miner produces yel- 
lowish trails through the leaves 
of American Holly and ruins 
the appearance of many hand- 
some holly trees. Old leaves 
will be riddled by the larva 
tunnels if the insect is damag- 
ing 8 ypur plant. 

applications of Cygon 
wil eliminate this insect pest. 
Mix Gygon (Dimethoate) with 
water kt the rate of two tea- 
spoons per gallon. This system- 
ic will penetrate the leaves and 
destroy the larva. Use your 
garden hose sprayer to apply 


your first spray during the sec- 
ond week of may and another 
application about May 25. Fol- 
low the directions on the pack- 
age.

CHICKWEED IN LAWNS 

If you have patches of yel- 
low colored weeds in your lawn, 
it’s probably chickweed. 

This lawn problem isn’t get- 
ting werse but showing up bet- 
ter as the plants ripen and 
gradually die. If you are tempt- 
ed to use a weed killer to finish 
off this pest, you will get plenty 
of satisfaction.. But the weed 
killer» won't desrve the credit 
because chickweed will soon die 
and disappear regardless of the 
treatment. 


Gentle raking will remove 
most of the dying plant and 
help nearby bluegrass to spread 
into these small bare areas. 
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EASTERN TENT 
CATEPILLAR 

Masses of white webbing in 
the crotches of tree limbs are 
produced by the developing lar- 
va of Eastern Tent Caterpillar. 

It’s not too late to treat your 
tree to prevent severe damage 
from this hoard of hungry 
worms. Spray the branches and 
foliage near these tents with 
carbaryl. Don’t concentrate on 
the nest! If the trees are al- 
ready stripped of leaves spray 
as many of the stripped branch- 
es as you can reach. One spray 
application is adequate.

Dandelions are easy to con- 
trol with one application of 2, 
4-D. An extra bonus will be 
control of several other species 
of broadleaf weeds too.

Tilt Democratic Ticket Too Far to Left? 


Comment -by Press-Record Springfield 
Bureau—Statehouse_ Republicans are pleased 
that the California Democratic primary election 
was won by South Dakota Sen. George S. 
McGovern. 


Their sentiments are not guided by politi- 
cal philosophy but cold practical politics. They 
feel that the GOP outlook in Illinois would be 
improved by a Democratic national ticket head- 
ed by McGovern. 

Not that Capitol Republicans would be too 
unhappy should Democratis go again with Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey. The feeling is that, should 
this be the case, President Nixon would carry 
Illinois substantially stronger than the 150,000 
vote plurality he rolled up in 1968. 

What makes McGovern preferable is that 
during the long Democratic presidential primary 
grind, he has emerged as the clearly defined 
liberal candidate, while Humphrey has shifted 
from a liberal stance to one at least middle-of- 
the road if not slightly conservative. 

Illinois traditionally leans conservative. 
And even home-grown officeholders who may 
be considered liberals nationally hew to a some- 
what conservative line when campaigning in 
their own state. U. Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson 
III is an excellent example of this. 

Illinois ‘Republican strategists were genu- 
inely concerned when it appeared that Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie of Maine was rolling toward 
the presidential nomination. He was considered 
to have enough of a conservative coloring to 
pose a threat to President Nixon in this state. 

Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley also was 
encouraged by Muskie's conservative leanings. 
The Daley-McGovern factions in Illinois have 
been at war over delegates; despite efforts at 
reconciliation, few at the Statehouse expect that 
there will ever be true peace between them 

A clearly defined liberal also would be 
counted on to strengthen GOP prospects in the 

|. S. Senate and governor races. Democratic 
Congressman Roman C. Pucinski, who seeks to 
unseat Republican incumbent Charles H. Percy, 
is a favorite of all the liberal-leftist groups in 
Chicago. Although some Republicans some- 
times find Percy too moderate or liberal for 
their tastes, he emerges as virtually conserva- 
tive in comparison, with Pucinski. ; 

A strong liberal at the top of the Demo- 
crat ticket would create further interest in the 
long, strong liberal background of gubernatorial 
nominee Daniel Walker. Walker, who took a 
strong stand behind radical protesters at the 
1968 Democratic national convention in Chicago, 
has been able so far to obscure his background 
by simple repetitive attack against Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie on the state income tax and state 
spending.

Rapid Response in Paying Property Taxes 
Necessary This Summer to Avoid Penalty 


Because of new procedures governing 
local-level tax collection,‘ it will behoove tax- 
payers to respond promptly when billed. 

As City Treasurer Paul Rutledge notes, 
preparation of bills began May 31 and “‘it 
appears impossible to complete them_before 
mid-June. If | can’t get them out until then, I 
will have only until mid-July to collect taxes 
before applying a 1%-a-month penalty.” 

Taxes are to be collected this year under 
a program made necessary by the new state 
constitution, which bans fees for operating ad- 
ministrative offices. As a result, township col- 
lectors will collect taxes and relay them to the 
county for distribution, while receiving no com- 
mission. Such fees otherwise would have a- 
mounted to $170,000 for Granite City. 

Madison County will pay part of Rutledge's 
salary for deposit into the municipal general 
fund and also will meet billing and collecting 
expenses. However, the shortened period is 
viewed here as a hardship. 

“In the past, the books did not have to go 
back to the county until late August. It doesn’t 
seem fair to apply a penalty within 30 days 
after the bills are mailed,"’ the treasurer com- 
ments. “If I can find legal substantiation, | 
won't apply any penalty and will collect until 
forced to turn over the books. 

“Savings and loan firms, which handle 
escrow tax accounts for mortgages, will be 
especially hard pressed, since it takes time to 
tabulate the bills due and get them to the right 
sources,’ Rutledge concludes. His current check 
of the statutes seems worth the effort, but in the 
meantime taxpayers will need to keep the early 
payment deadline in mind.

Arms Race Is Slowed, Preparedness Still Esséntial

In the euphoria’ radiating 
from Moscow, it was almost an 
anti-climax to read a_ bulletin 
that the United States of 
America and the Soviet Union 
had signed a treaty putting 
some modest limits on the de- 
velopment and deployment of 
strategic missiles, 

Many in the world will hail 
the treaty as a watershed 
agreement in the cause of 
world tranquility. 


Others will be apocalyptic, 
alarmed at the possibility that 
the United States let its guard 
down too much in its gamble 
for peace. 

The figures of the agreement 
tell a simple story. In the in- 
terests of reducing world ten- 

the United States is will- 
ing to take a calculated risk. 


While there.is reason for both 
hope and apprehension, it also 
that the risk to 
not as great as 


some may fear; that President 
Nixon did not place, primary 
dependence on the good will 
and integrity of the Soviet Un- 
ion when he signed the strate- 
gic arms limitation treaty. » 
While obviously on-site 
inspection would make us 
much more comfortable, 
the surveillance _ ability 
that the United States pos- 
sesses would soon let us 
know if the Soviet Union 
went back on its word in 
any major degree. 

The strength of U.S. de- 
Tenses, our technology, our in- 
dustry, our resources and our 
alliances with the Free World 
all are implicit elements of the 
treaty. 

Therein lies the direction that 
Phase II of the strategic arms 
agrement must go for the 
United States. 

The signing of the treaty— 
unquestionably a most hopeful 
matter—still means that we 
cannot relax our defenses or 
further reduce the effectiveness

As one looks around, he can 
see that spring has, indced, 
sprung.

Although numerous demon- 
strations have ended in disor- 
derly uprising, let us not forget 
that they have also been instru- 
mental in bringing about 
changes and solutions to prob- 
lems, resulting in a satisfied 
majority. 

Never attempting to belittle 
any particular crusade, there is 
one movement I would desire 
to comment on 

The United States’ involve- 
ment in Vietnam has been a 
principal topic of discussion 
and debate for more years than 
one would wish to remember. 
Much has indeed been lost 

So many have felt the pain of 
losing someone dear. Only a 
fortunate few have been unaf- 
fected by its presence. It is 
sad that in May 1972, it’s not 
over yet. 

Recent anti-war demonstra- 
tions have been directed at the 
escalation in the bombing of 
North Vietnam. Being person- 
ally affected’ by the methods 
ployed by the United States to 
protect the soldiers remaining 
in Southeast Asia, I find myself 
feeling somewhat forgotten by 
the people of my home country. 

President Nixon’s efforts to 
protect those of us remaining 
in Vietnam have been attacked 
from every conceivable politi- 
cal and social level. While I do 
not condone this action on a 
moral level; I. find myself sel- 
fishly supporting the bombing 
of North Vietnam. 

Understand that I wholeheart- 
edly support an immediate end 
to the Vietnam War, as I feel 


the United 
volvement 
should 
long ago. 

I do, however, feel that those 
of us remaining until final ar- 
rangements are made and com- 
pleted should not be begrudged 
the protection needed to ensure 
our safekeeping. 

At this point of the latest en- 
emy offensive, there is little, 
besides the bombing missions, 
that preclude a Communist 
takeover of the South Vietna~ 
mese capitol of Saigon. If the 
bombing were to end, the lives 
of remaining Americans would 
be in grave danger. 

I re-emphasize that I support 
an immediate end to the war 
and solicit support for those 
public officials and organized 
groups attempting to achieve 
this goal. But I further solicit 
tolerance of the Nixon adminis- 
tration’s. method of ensuring 
the safe return of all Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam. 

It would be my wish that all 
interested and concerned Amer- 
icans demonstrate for an end to 
the Vietnam War, thus bringing 
to the United States a long 
awaited peacetime. Let us also 
remain concerned for the lives 
and well-being of the American 
soldiers still participating in 
the termination of involvement 
in America’s Edsel.

State Status - 
Campaign Fund 
Bills Pending

Springfield — Will the Illinois 
General Assembly approve a 
bill calling for disclosure of 
campaign contributions and ex- 
penditures by candidates for 
state office during the current 
session? 

The measure, sponsored by 
Rep. Philip W. Collins, R- 
Chicago, received the approval 
of the House Elections Com- 
mittee and was placed on the 
House calendar. Collins is 
hopeful he can call the bill for 
passage shortly; if it passes 
the House, it must, then go to 
the Senate. 

Once it does get to the Sen- 
ate, if it ever gets there, it 
will have to go through the 
committee process there, This 
will take time and the General 
Assembly is shooting for a 
mid-June adjournment (although 
some are now taking bets that 
it will go to the end of June) 

The Senate still has its own 
campaign spending bill await 
ing passage. It was introduced 
last year at the request of Gov 
Richard B, Ogilvie. 

That legislation has not been 
able to get the needed support 
for passage, and there is a 
feeling among legislators that 
backing for such proposals 
dwindles once they are op the 
floor of the respective bodies. 

If the Collins bill were passed 
this session, it would not go 
into effect until Jan, 1, 1973. 
Thus, it would not be in effect 
for the upcoming November 
general election. 

The bill would limit cam- 
paign spending on radio, tele- 
vision, newspapers and_bill- 
boards to 10 cents per regis- 
tered voter in a voting area. 

It would cover candigates 
for governor, lieutenant 
governor, attorney general, 
secretary of state, comp- 
troller, treasurer, state rep- 
resentative and state sen- 
ator. 

Under provisions of the leg- 
islati a candidate or the 

committee handling 
his campaign would have to: 
1.—File with the Board of 

Elections all contributions and 
expenditures of more than $100. 
The names, addresses and oc- 
cupations of all contributors 
giving $100 or more over one 
calendar year would have to 
be reported. 

2.—Report the total, amount 
of funds received from the 
sale of tickets to political gath- 
erings and the sale of cam- 
paign material. 

3,—Limit the candidates’ per- 
sonal campaign contributions 
to $35,000 if running for any of 
the affected. offices except 
state representative or. state 
senator, for which the limita 
tions would be $10,000. 


This Week in America’s History 


1772 — Georgia, a Crown Col- 
ony since 1752, produced resist- 


ance to the increasingly op- 
pressive measures of the Brit- 
ish government after the Stamp 
Act of 1765. 

On May 11, 1775, irf one of the 
first acts of the war following 
the April events at Lexington 
and Concord, the powder maga- 
zine at Savannah was seized 
by 30 volunteers, with the weap- 
ons and munitions sent to the 
Continental Army. 

The royal governor fled, and 
as early as April 1776, Georgia 
instructed its delegates to the 
Continental Congress to vote 
for independence. 

Georgia was the last of the 
original 13 colonies to be estab- 
lished, with the first settlement 
in 1733. 

Gen. James Edward Ogte- 
thorpe, a British soldier and 
officer since 1714, a Member of 
Parliament since 1722, and a 
philanthropist, along with sev- 
eral associates, in 1732 received 
from King George II a charter 


50 Years Ago 


to the largest grant of territory 
ever made by the British 
Crown. 

Extending from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific coast, it was 
named “Georgia” in honor of 
the King. 

Oglethorpe and his associates 
formed a corporation, governed 
by trustees, to settle the terri- 
tory as a place where impover- 
ished English and persecuted 
religious groups might make a 
new life. 

Rum was to be forbidden, 
and slavery was barred, with 
the result that the colony had 
the smallest Negro population 
in the South until after 1800. 

The colony also was intended 
to protect the well-settled Caro- 
linas against incursions by 
Spanish military forces based 
in Florida, to the south, 

The first settlers reached 
Charleston, S. C., in January 
1773 and moved south to found 
the city and port of Savannah, 
near the mouth of the Savan- 
nah River.

rette pack tucked into the 
rolled-up ‘T-shirt sleeve, girls in 
beehive hairdos and pedal

On the MGM label, the origi- 
nal cast recording of the Ofi- 
Broadway musical hit is a hi- 
larious, nostalgic look at the 
“‘good old days” of rock ‘n’ roll. 
The cast is excellent and the or- 
chestrations by Michael Leon- 
ard are great. 

“One of the greatest film 
scores I have ever heard,’ 
the way Rex Reed describes 
“The Garden ofthe Finzi-Con- 
tinis,” and after listening to the 
original soundtrack recording 
on RCA, chances are you'll 
agree. The Vittorio de Sica 
movie, which received an Os- 
car for the best foreign-lan- 
guage picturé of the year, is the 
story of a rich Jewish family in 
wartime Italy. The music, 
composed and conducted by 
Joe Brooks, is mellifluous and 
melodic, easy listening, The 
haunting ‘‘Micol’s Theme’’ is 
especially nice. 

“Ed Ames Remembers. Jim 
Reeves” (RCA) is a_ sincere 
tribute to the great country 
star who died in a plance crash 
in 1964. The warm, relaxed 
voice of Ed Ames is perfect on 
such great classics as “Blue 
Side of Lonesome,” “Is It 
Really Over?” and ‘Home.’’ 
Chet -Atkins says, ‘Jim’s_ re- 
cordings have done more to 
promote country music than all 
other country stars combined,” 
and this memorial to Jim 
Reeves by Ed Ames should fol- 
low in that tradition.

Student Volunteer Aids 
Alton State Patients 


Dave Seibert, a student at 
Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern, is working up to 
40 hours per week with patients 
at Alton State Hospital. 

Many other SIU-SW students 
who attend the university full- 
time also have full-time jobs. 
What is unusual about Seibert 
is that all his work is on an un- 
paid, volunteer basis. 

Kimble Funk, coordinator of 
the SIU-SW Community Involve: 
ment Project, said Seibert is 
the most ambitious volunteer 
he has worked with since com- 
ing to the university two years 
‘ago. Funk's main activity is to 
ind university students and 
faculty for volunteer work in 
community agencies through- 
out Madison and St. Clair Coun- 
ties. 

Seibert, a senior majoring in 
spe education, has spent 
most of his time at the state 
hospital with two 19-year-old 
male patients, one from Alton, 
the other from Madison 

Two Years Education 

One of the youths has only 
about two years of formal edu- 
cation, Seibert said, mainly be- 
cause his parents did not care 
whether he attended school. The 
youth committed himself to the 
hospital because he did not feel 
that he had a home. 

“Pve been tutoring him in 
mathematics and reading main- 
ly,” Seibert said. ‘When I 
started he could read at the 
Dick and Jane level, and then 
only with trouble. Now we're 
starting fourth and fifth grade 
readers.” 

When possible, Seibert takes 
the patients away from the 
kospital, into the community. 
Fishing trips, sightseeing or 
“just fooling around” are some 
of the activities Seibert leads. 

“It's been necessary to build 
up trust with the guys,” he 
said. “Now we’ve got a pretty 
stable relationship. The people 
at the hospital have been good 
about giving me freedom—they 
don’t say you have to be here 
at this minute and there at that 
minute.” 

Volunteer Work 

Seibert started his volunteer 
work as a result of a counselor 
education course taught) by as- 
sistant Prof. Don Repovich. 

As part of the course, stu- 
dents had an option of doing 
40 hours of volunteer work dur- 


ing the academic quarter. Re- 
povich gave out a list of com- 
munity agencies that students 
could call, and Seibert called 
Alton State Hospital 

“Originally I planned to put 
in four hours every Monday for 
10 weeks, get my grade for the 
course and stop,” Seibert said. 
“But I got involved with what 
I was doing and kept going to 
the hospital Monday and every 
other day I've been able to.” 

Seibert, of Tower Lake Apart- 
ments and a native of Belle- 
ville, said his work with the pa- 
tients has been aided by the 
Community. Involvement —Proj- 
ect staff. 

The project has allocated 
funds to buy books for Seibert 
for use in his tutoring at the 
hospital. 

“There are books at the hos- 
pital I use, but I thought it 
some clothes for the guys—the 
have books they could write in, 
books they could call their 
own,” he said. “The Communi- 
ty Involvement Project also 
has given me monéy to buy 
some clothes for the gueys—the 
shopping trip gave them a 
chance to make some choices 
of their own—at the hospital 
most decisions are made for 
the patients.” 

Work a Help 

June Meyers, a special edu- 
cation teacher at Alton State 
Hospital and Seibert’s supervi- 
sor, said Seibert’s work has 
been a help. 

“Dave has been consistent— 
you always know he's coming,” 
she si “He's been able to 
establish a relationship with 
one patient who badly needed 
friendship. He takes the patient 
into the community, does things 
with him outside, which is very 
important because this a young 
man who had no desire to leave 
the hospital.” 

Funk said he would like to 
place more volunteers like 
Seibert through the Community 
Involvement Project. 

“Only by going to the hospi- 
tal and spending time there 
can you realized the. grimness 
of the regimented life, especial- 
ly when no one visits you and 
you don’t have anywhere to go 
on weekends," Funk — said. 
“There are lots of patients at 
the hospital who would appre- 
ciate the same kind of atten- 
tion Dave gives his patients.”

Steel Imports 
Show Decline 
During April 


U.S. imports of foreign-made 
steel dropped during April, ac- 
cording to American Iron and 
Steel Institute. 

Government data available 
to AISI shows that 938,000 tons 
of imported Steel entered this 
country during that month. The 
|total includes 8,000 tons of fab- 
\ricated structural shapes and 
steel blanks, April was the first 
month this year in which steel 
imports failed to reach at least 
one million tons. 

The 295,000 tons of foreign 
sheet and strip which arrived 
in the U. S. during the month 
accounted for nearly one-third 
of April’s steel mill product 
imports. Other imports included 
143,000 tons of pipe and tubing, 
or 15% of the month’s total, 
and 109,000 tons of unfabricated 
structural shapes, which ac- 
counted for nearly 12% of 
April’s total imports of steel 
mill products. 

In addition 93,000 tons of bars 
and bar shapes, and 65,000 tons 
of plates arrived in the United 
States from abroad during the 
month, 

Through the first four months 
of 1972, steel imports reached 
4,288,000 tons. Imports of fabri- 
cated structural steel and steel 
blanks during this period to- 
taled 40,000 tons. 

The 20,000 tons of alloy steel 
which arrived from abroad 
during April pushed 1972 im- 
ports of these products past the 
95,000 ton mark.’

Illinois Blowing, 
Washing. Away 
Little by Little 


By JOAN MURARO 
Copley News Service 

Springfield — Every time the 
wind blows, or the rain falls, a 
little bit of Illinois takes off for 
hnother state. 

All the little bits together add 
up to what the director of the 
State Institute for Environ- 
mental Quality’ feels is the big- 
gest single, pollution problem in 
Illinois—blowing soil in the air, 
and washing topsoil in the 
state’s water which becomes 
silt and clogs rivers, fills reser- 
voirs and plugs filter system. 

Ironically, “everybody” knows 
how to prevent the soil from 
blowing or washing away,” 
says Michael Schneiderman, in 
stitute director. ‘‘Everybody” 
has known how for 3,500 years, 
“give or take a year and a 
half.”” 

But despite knowing how, it 
isn’t getting done, and the’ in- 
stitute wants to find out why it 
isn’t and how farmers can be 
motivated to voluntarily do the 
things that need doing. 

As a first step to finding out 
the “why,” Earl Swanson of 
the college of agriculture at the 
University of Illinois, with a 
number of others, have been 
authorized to conduct an inten- 
sive study to first get answers 
(o a number of specific ques- 
tions. and then to put together a 
workable program which will 
motivate farmers to use the 
soil conservation techniques 
which will halt the erosive 
processes. 

Among the things Swanson’s 
group will seek to determine, 
Schneiderman said, is the eco- 
nomic impact of soil loss on 
Minais farmers both at the 
resent level and at other lev- 
els under different but present- 
ly available farming and con- 
servation methods. 

The group will also seek to 
estimate the economic effect of 
soil loss on’ Illinois agricul- 
ture’s efficiency in producing 
food, to estimate sedimentation 
damage and evaluate various 
incentive systems to achieve 
the desired goals. 

“The last thing we would 
want,” Schneiderman says, “‘is 
telling farmers they have to do 
this or that. It’s in- their own 
best interests to conserve the 
soil. After all, it's their farms 
that are blowing and washing 


“But something is keeping 
them form using techniques 
known to everybody in the sec- 
ond grade; maybe it’s fear of 
losing even more profit, when 
most of them are marginal 
now. Maybe it's federal subsi- 
dy  progra which might 
have them taking the wrong 
kind of land out of production 
at the wrong time. We'want to 
find out for sure and then put 
together a workable program.” 
Though Schneiderman  con- 
cedes that some problem 
sources might be a type which 
would require legislation to 
correct, he said, the institute 
“will take action in any area 
where it can,"’ in an effort to 
keep the farm down on the 
farm.

Compensation Increases Among Bills Tabled by Assembly 


(Springfield Scene) 

Bills to increase workmen's 
compensation and occupational 
disease benefit rates and for 
increases in unemployment 
compensation were among 
those tabled in committee by 
the Senate in the last week, 

Over 100 bills were tabled by 
the Senate. 

Exempted from the tabling 
motion were bills dealing with 
appropriations, revenue, consti- 
tutional implementation and ad- 
ministration bills, 


Also tabled was H. 3784 which 
provided for increased regula- 
tion of private employment 
agencies and included manage- 
ment consulting firms within 
the scope of the bill. 

H. 4536 permitting the Pollu- 
‘tion Control Board to award 
costs and attorney fees when 
an enforcement action against 
a| unit of local government is 
dismissed was also tabled. 

One of the bills introduced to 
establish _a state board of edu- 
cation, H. 1903, was tabled in 
the Senate Education Commit- 
tee. 

A bill to create a State 
Board of Education with board 
members appointed by General 
Assembly leaders was passed 
favorably. without amendment 
‘by the House,Constitutional Im- 
plementation#¢ommittee. 

The measiife is sponsored by 
House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
Crete Republican, and Minority 
Leader Clyde Choate, Anna 
Democrat. 

The board they propose would 
consist of eight members. None 
would be appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 

The board would hire a state 
superintendent of public in- 
struction !to start serving when 
the presént superintendent, Mi- 


chael J. Bakalis, completes his 
term in 1974. 

In other education mat- 
ters, the House Elementary 
Education Committee ap- 
proved S, 1428 requiring 
that financial plans of local 
school districts be furnished 
annually to state authori- 
ties, and S, 1431 providing 
grants for feasibility stud- 
ies by local districts on 
operating schools on a full- 
year basis. 

The Senate failed to pass S. 
1430 requiring annual assess- 
ments of pupil performance and 
fiscal efficiency ‘of education by 
1975. 

Senate President pro tem Ce- 
cil Partee, Chicago Democrat, 
supported ‘the bill, saying, “I 
can think of nothing more im- 
portant to the people of Illinois 
than that children get a good 
education.” 

However, Sen. Terry Bruce, 
Olney Democrat, called it a 
“most expensive shelf study.” 

The Senate Education Com- 
mittee referred two bills (H. 
4184 and H. 4372) aimed at re- 
ducing the qualifying rate for 
state aid of dual districts to a 
subcommittee, with action un- 
likely this session. 

The new Judicial Inquiry 
Board hired Ray F. Breen, 
associate director of the 
Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission, as its first ex- 
ecutive director. 

However, the Senate de- 
feated H. 3047 which was 
designed to implement the 
Inquiry Board under the 
1970 Constitution. 

The House roped off part of 
its gallery as “unsafe for occu- 
pancy,” but the Senate post- 
poned action on H. 4634 which 
would appropriate nearly $1 
million for renovation of the

The bill, which does not af- 
fect home rule unit corporate
